But Washington Frankly Believes Act 
That Will Precipitate Crash With 
Germany is Only Matter of 
Days and Perhaps Hours 


"Washington, Feb. 8.—On the 
basis of reports received on the 
destruction of the California and 
other ships so far, it is stated au- 
thoritatively that none of the cases 
constitutes the overt act which 
will lead to Avar with Germany. 


Officials openly express the be- 
lief, however, that the overt act is 
merely a question, of time. 


The latest report on the destruction 
of t h e California received this morn- 
ing a t the state department f r o m Con- 
lul Frost at Queenstown, puts the num- 
ber of survivors at 162 and the missing 
Rt 41. 
It says the ship 
apparently 
«vas torpedoed about 10 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning. 


President Wilson read the latest offi- 
cial reports on the sinking of the Cal- 
ifornia before breakfast and 
decided 
nothing definite had been determined 
until more details were received. 


WUl Not Be Hurried Into War. 


While regarding the destruction of 
the California as plain evidence that 
Germany h a s 
fully 
abandoned 
her 
pledges to the United States, it was 
stated t h a t the government will not be 
hurried into w a r until there is undis- 
puted evidence of violation of Ameri- 
can rights by destruction of American 
ships and loss of American lives in vio- 
lation of international law. 


All hope, if any existed, that Ger- 
m a n y might modify her campaign of 
ruthlessness has. vanished and there is 
no doubt here t h a t it will be only a 
matter 
of hours or days before 
an 
American ship is sunk or 
American 
lives are sacrificed.

German American Alliance 
Endorses Wilson's Action 


Philadelphia, Ta., Feb. 8.—Resolu- 
tions endorsing the action of 
Presi- 
dent Wilson in severing diplomatic rel- 
ations with Germany and pledging its 
loyalty to the 
United 
States, 
were 
adopted by the German American al- 
liance, which continued in session hert/ 
until early today. 
It was also decid- 
ed t h a t in case of hostilities to form 
regiments of German-Americans 
and 
to turn over 
to 
the American Red 
Cross funds which tlie alliance 
has 
been collecting for German war 
re- 
lief. 


The meeting, which was held be- 
hind closed doors, was attended 
by 
delegates 
from 
twenty-eight 
states, 
tiaBtlly called by Dr. Charles J. Hex- 
Uner, president.

At the conclusion of the session to- 
day Dr. Hexamer issued a statement 
in which he said: 
"Our delegates feel 
that we have been greatly misunder- 
stood and unjustly criticized

Germany our actions will not be sus- 
ceptible

misunder-, 
standing, for we will 
back

American government with our lives 
and our means. 
If the present trou- 
bles can be settled without war and 
within a few months everything looks 
like peace, wo may determine again 
to send our funds for Red Cross and 
widows and orphans, as we have t>een 
doing In the paat.

Keeping Up Pace Set by Ber- 
lin as Necessary to 
Success. 


Washington, Feb. 8.—Lloyds' report 
for the third day of Germany's new 
submarine campaiagn shows that the 
undersea boats are maintaining 
the 
average of destruction set by the Ber- 
lin naval experts as necessary to suc- 
cess. 
The third day's reported losses 
totalled 27,985 tons and the preceding 
two days totalled 56,600. 


At such a rate the destruction of 
one million tons a month, which is tlie 
German aim, would seem about to be 
accomplished. 
German naval experts 
contend that such an average would 
cut England off from the world and 
end the war by her starvation. ^ 


It is realized here, however, 
that 
the British government is not lacking 
in measures to keep the 
sea 
lanes 
open and that this will become appar- 
ent as the campaign progresses. 
It is 
pointed out that while the world knows 
of the losses 
of merchant 
ships 
it 
knows little, if anyttiing at all, about 
the costs of the aubmarlne flOtUta«.'

F I F T Y - N I N E SHIPS SUNK 


SINCE ORDER 
W A S 
GIVEN 


New York, Feb. 8.—Fifty-nine ships 
have been sunk by German subma- 
rines or mines, according to a com- 
pilation made here from cable roports 
since the German blockade order took 
effect February i. 
Fourteen vessels

29,900 tonnage

yesterday and last night brings the 
total tonnage of the victims of the 
German navy up to 116,341.

Berlin Newspaper Charges 
Breach of Treaty Obli- 
gations by U. S. 


DECLARES GERMANS 
ARE DETAINED HERE 


Lokal Anzieger is Bitter in 
Mistaken Notion of 
American Action. 


Berlin, Feb. 7 (via London, Feb. S.) 
t—In a prominently displayed leader, 
the Xiokal Anzeiger 
this 
afternoon 
charges the United 
States 
with a 
breach of treaty obligations in "com- 
pulsorlly detaining" in America Ger- 
m a n subjects, who, under the treaty 
of 1799, are entitled, even in the case 
of a national outbreak of, war, to pur- 
sue their avocations unmolested. Ke- 
calling the charges of the violation 
of treaties and the law of nations made 
against Germany in the earlier days 
of the war, the Anzeiger continued: 


"The breach or aiplomatic relations 
With the United States will probably 
be made again the occasion for lev- 
elling against us charges of breaking 
treaties and international law in order 
to mobilize the 
indignation of the 
whole 
world 
against our shameful 
acts. I t is therefore not at all an act 
Df supererogation to point out now, 
While the deed is still fresh, that the 
"United States simultaneously with the 
breach of relations has been guilty of 
an unjustified breach of treaty in con- 
fiscating 
German property contrary to 
treaties between them and Germany 
and 
condemning 
German 
subjects 
'whose profession,' in the words of 
(clause 23 of the treaty of 1799, 'serves 
the sustenance of the general weal of 
Subject of humanity' to compulsory 
ifletention. 
This in spite of the fact 
that the cited article prohibits any 
molestations of German 
.subjects in 
the United States even in the case of 
war. 


"If treaties ai-e thus trodden under 
foot after a breach of diplomatic re- 
lations when President Wilson's phrase 
that Americans are sincere frierds of 
the German nation is still i-esounding, 
what have we to expect if the contin- 
gency for which we must be prepared 
arrives and war breaks out. 
If we 
cannot prevent a breach of treaty we 
must at least call attention clearly, 
openly and immediately to the fact 
that the United States government has 
Violated the treaty of 1799 and the gen- 
eral principle of the law of nations 
before Germany has undertaken any- 
tliing which could give the slightest 
shadow of a pretext for such an ac- 
lion." 


Ordered to Report. 


All American consuls gencrai and 
consuls have been oi-dei ed by AYash- 
Ington to report to Vice Consul Gen- 
eral Harold B. Quarton, who is in 
charge in Berlin in the absence of 
Consul General .Tuliu.s G. I^ay. IMr. 
Quarton ha.s been ordered to Rotter- 
dam as has also Vice Consul Robert 
Lee Gray, jr., of Hanover. 
Vice Con- 
sul Riley at W'arsaw, goes to Stock- 
holm; Vice Consul Eugene ChiU'ter at 
Brunswick, to Copenhagen and Vice 
Consul Harold G. Waters at Berlin, re- 
turns to Washington. 


ES IIS PRO 
OF NEWS P1Í PAPER 


Washington, Feb. 8.—The federal 
trade commission has completed Its 
news print paper investigation and 
will send its report to congress Mon- 
day. 


For a time it was not decided wheth- 
er to make the complete report or an 
Interim 
report, 
but developments 
within the last few days, it is said, 
has made it possible to finish the in- 
quiry. 


The report. It is understood, will 
cover developments in the news print 
situation since the trade commission 
began investigation last summer. It 
will show that the commission's ef- 
forts to bring manufacturers and pub- 
lishers together 
have relieved the 
situation to some extent. 
Legislation 
will be asked giving the commission 
power to prevent a similar situation 
arising in the future.

Just like they do it in the movies 
was the way the secret of the knitting 
mills was preserved Tuesday night. 


Two 
well-dressed 
strangers met 
their fair accomplice upon the dark- 
ened porch of a west side rooming 
house. Plot to e^ter the knitting mills 
late Tuesday night and to secure the 
"plans" for certain complicated knit- 
ting machinery was discussed.. 


Two honest and well-meaning work- 
ing girls crouched with their ears near 
the keyhole of the porch door while 
the "secrets" were 
being talked in 
hushed tones. 
The listening maidens 
thought that the words used by the 
whispering trio were code 
symbols 
for a scheme to bloAV the office safe 
at the Wayne Knitting Mills. 


The girls told a valiant young friend 
o f t h e i r gleanings. 
He rushed to find 
Theodore Thieme. 


Reel might be turned slightly faster 
at this point to show Mr. Thieme walk- 
ing briskly from the mills on Tuesday 
evening. 
Our valiant friend dashes 
to Thieme's side. 
There are wild ges- 
tures. 
The two return to the private 
office. 


"Close up" shows Police Chief Lenz 
removing the receiver from his jm- 
gling telephone. 
He nods his head to 
signify "Yes, yes." 
Commotion fol- 
lows in the police station. 
Detective 
sergeants rush about. 


Part four finds four bulky forms hid 
at shadowed corners and behind large 
boxes at the knitting mills office. Two 
well-dressed strangers approach. They 
steal up to the building. 
There is a 
rush of feet. The flash of steel. Two 
strangers surrender. 
They are frus- 
trated. 


At police headquarters the two men 
were 
searched. 
They 
carried no 
"ye&gnien's weapons or safe-blowing 
tools. 
They had drawing pencils, cal- 
ipers and steel rules. 
They admitted 
that they were about to examine and 
reduce to drawing a knitting machine 
upon which they had been unable to 
get plans because of patent rights. 


The woman in the case had come 
to Fort Wayne at their behest. Her 
home is in Chicago. She secured work 
in the knitting mills a month ago and 
planned methods of access to the 
place. 
She had expected to leave em- 
ployment of the mills when 
plans 
much wanted by her friends had been 
secured. 
Since the plot is discovered 
she is even now on her way north- 
ward. 


"These men are foolish," laughed 
Thieme. "Machines we use are bought 
oh the open market. We have on plans 
to conceal. 
Why should these men 
want to measure our instruments?" 


The 
strangers have been released and have 
gone from Fort Wayne.

Not All Regard New Sea 
Warfare Reconcilable 
, With Christianity. 


The Hague, 
Feb. 8.—The 
Berlin 
correspondent of the Roman Catholic 
Tijd of Amsterdam reports today the 
result of a series of conversations he 
has had with German ecclesiastics on 
how the sharpened German 
subma- 
rine war is reconcilable with a Chris- 
tian doctrine. 
The general opinion, 
he states. Is that the measure is a 
necessity to which Germany was re- 
gretfully forced by Great 
Britain's 
pitiless methods of wai-fare, but the 
view as to what steps are permissible 
and what ai-e not is divided. 


The majority, the correspondent re- 
ports, hold to the view of justification 
through necessity and think that if the 
leaders of the nation judge that Ger- 
many is being destroyed and that her 
destruction can be prevented by re- 
sorting to submarine warfare 
then 
there can be no hesitation in perform- 
ing the duty, however hard it may be. 


On the other hand the correspond- 
ent adds, many of the South German 
clergy regret and di.^approve the latest 
German determination as not permis- 
sible and hold that 
other means of 
achieving the end desired are not yet 
exhausted. 
He concludes that he has 
been unable to g€t the opinion.«; of the 
high church authorities, but that none 
of the lower clergy, with whom he 
conversed, 
concealed 
their 
painful 
emotion at the prospect of unrestrict- 
ed submarine operations.

NDMS EAGER 
TO LEAVE GEIANY 


Several Among ^ Ameri- 
cans Who Join Rush 
for Passports. 


Berlin, Feb. 7.—(Via London. Feb. 
8.)—The breach of diplomatic rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Germany has discovered the ^act that 
there are some four hundred native 
or naturalized Americans in EerHn, a 
large majority of whom have applied 
to the United states embassy for pass- 
ports or alterations permitting them 
to leave Germany for Switzerland or 
Scandanavia. 


About one-fourth of the total are 
Americans temporarily in Germany on 
business or to study. The other three- 
fourths are naturalized citizens or the 
children of such who rushed to the em- 
bassy al the eleventh hour to secure 
papers establishing their statis after 
the departure of the American repre- 
sentatives. 


The list of native Americans who 
have applied for permission to leave 
Germany on the earliest opportunity 
include Mr. and Mrs. Hartwig-Devisen, 
Carl von Witzelden, Nat Mock and 
Mi-s. Foltenhauer, all of Indiana. 


In the list of those who have an- 
nounced their intention to remain in 
Germany for the time being is Miss 
Marian Meeker, of Indiana. 


The American 
newspaper 
corres- 
pondents are still lingering in Berlin, 
though they have made application to 
leave. 
Carl Wickernian and familj', 
Indiana; William Dreher and family, 
South Carolina; Oscar King Davis and 
family, New York; Philipp Powers and 
wife, Boston, are among them. 


Other 
coi-respondents, 
including 
James O'Donnell Bennett; Chicas'o; S. 
B. Conger and Cyril B. Down, of New 
York; Oswald Schuette and sister, of 
Chicago, plan to remain for the time 
being and leave later for Copenhagen 
and Switzerland. 


Secretary Grew of the United States 
embassy has presented to the foreign 
office a long list of other Americans 
who have applied for permission to 
leave with Ambassador Gerard and 
whose application have been approved 
by the ambassador. 
The applications 
must, however, be passed upon by the 
German state department. 


Miss Fern Andra, of Hammond, is 
among the few Americans who expect 
to remain In Germany. Several of those 
who have been working in the prison 
camps as secretaries of the Y. M. C. A,, 
plan to leave Germany. 
The plans of 
not all the Americans in Germany have 
been made known to the authorities.

"Can't you give me a word of 
hope?" 


No one dared reply. 
Tears woiled 
from Little's eyes and 
rolled 
unre- 
.stralnedly 
down his cheeks. The 
bustling activity stopped and 
heads 
were bowed. 


Straightening himself with an ef- 
fort, Little squared his shoulders and 
walked away, the tears still streaming 
down his facte. 


Not a word was said as the work of 
the busy office was resumed.

The American embassy here is with- 
out confirmatory advices regarding the 
detention of Mr. Gerard, but some anx- 
iety was manifest and it A v a s learned 
the embassy had telegraphed to Amer- 
ican diplomats in all states adjacent to 
Germany for information as to Mr. 
Gerard's plans. 
The general opinion 
here was that there probably would be 
no insuperable objections on the part 
of the allies to the granting of a safe 
conduct to Count von Bernstorff, but 
that it was unlikely any such safe con- 
duct would be extended to a consider- 
able number of Germans, whether of- 
ficials or civilians.

The California, one of the crack 
ships of Anchor line fleet, was sunk 
off the coast of Ireland. 


The liner carried thirty-one passen- 
gers and a crew of 184, none of whom, 
as far as is known, was an American. 
Advices to the local oificea said there 
were 1^0 survivors; those to the state 
department from Consul 
Frost, at 
Queena^own, that one life was. lost 
and that there were "thirty hospital 
cases." 


The California was ftrmfed when she 
left here with a stern tun and carried 
a large cargo, including; it was said, 
war supplies.

What the Bill Provides. 


Only the signature of Governor Goodrich is now lacking to com- 
plete the enactnicnt ol: the state-wide prohibition law in Indiana. The 
house has not only promptly concurred in the senate amendments to 
the Wright bill, but it did it without a dissenting vote, illustrating a 
realization on the part of 
opponents 
of 
bill 
that 
further 
legislative attack would be utterly hopeless. If the Wright law is to 
be assailed, that effort will doubtless come in the courts after it has 
been put into effect. The provisions of the bill which is to bec^^e op- 
erative on April 2, 1918, are in brief: 


Prohibits the manufacture, sale, barter, exchange or giving away 
of vinous, malt or spirituous liquors or to keep liquor for sale or bar- 
ter. 
, 


Permits manufacture of cider for home use or sale and permits 
manufacture of pure grain alcohol for useful purposes and %vine for 
sacramental use. 


Restricts drug stores to the sale of pure grain alcohol and then 
Dnly for useful or medicinal purposes. 


Permits clergymen to buy wine for sacramental purposes only. 
Permits physicians, dentists and licensed veterinarians to obtain 
grain alcohol for medicinal use. 


Products of distilleries unsold when the law goes into effect may 
be held in bonded warehouses under government supervision until it 
uan be sold outside the state. 


An amendment makes it lawful to sell soft drinks containing less 
than one-half of one per cent, alcohol. 


Provides for descriptive labels on liquor packages in shipment. 
Stops interstate commerce in intoxicating liquors after April 2, 
1918. 


Declares the blind tiger a public nuisance. 
Provides for proceedings by the state or by a citizen to abolish 
such a nuisance, and for a permanent injunction vrith costs against the 
defendant. 


Gives right of action to injured person, who may be a victim of an 
intoxicated person, against those Avho illegally supply liquor to the 
intoxicated person. 


Gives immunity to persons Mho testify against liquor law vio- 
lators. 


Puts personal guilt on the employe or officer of a corporation 
which violates the law. 


If one section of the law proves unconstitutional that fact will 
not void the law. 


To those unversed in legislative affairs the bill appears drastic 
enough to meet the full approbation of the foes of liquor, but 
Avhether there shall actually develop loopholes that will permit its 
evasion of circumvention remains, yet to be seen. 
There is, of 
course, no doubt but that Governor Goodrich will affix his signature 
to the measure. He has repeatedly declared that if such a bill were 
passed he would give it legislative approval, and it is said that the 
pens have already been selected for this interesting function that will 
complete the death warrant of the liquor trade in Indiana. 


It is now reported at Indianapolis that Charles A. Bookwalter, 
who retired from the republican mayoralty race, will give his support 
to Charles W. Jewett for that honor, and the situation is resolving it- 
self into the rep'ublican field against Lew Shank. The latter may 
stage no end of fantastics in his campaign, but republicans who are 
opposing him are having no end of difficulty in keeping themselves 
convinced that Mr. Shank is a joke in the present race. He has them 
stepping sidewise, running about in circles, gasping for breath and' 
yelling with pain all in one and the same operation. 


The president of a large motion picture producing concern has 
told members of a New York investigating committee that a film star 
whom he tried to engage demanded a salary of one million dollars a 
year, and added the personal conviction that only a few of the stars 
are worth what they're getting. He may be able to convince the pub- 
lic that he's right about it, too, but it is a safe guess none of the 
eminent movie satellites who are performing before the camera will 
ever subscribe to any such heresay as that. 


Senator Works' embittered criticism of the president and of the 
general course of the country both as to the European war and as to 
other things in general forces one to the conclusion that the California 
'man has been unable to figure out how the country is going to man- 
age to get along after he retires from the senate next month. And it 
miy, indeed, he tough sledding without the counsel and guidance of 
th'6 distingtiished Californian. It is very clear that Senator Works 
haft been souted by what has happened in his own case, but why scold 
the entire country which had nothing to do with it.

To the Editor of The Sentinel:—This 
company has been building pavements 
and roads and producing highway ma.- 
terials for 33 years. 
We feel that our 
position in the road-building industry 
imposes a certain responsibility upon 
us. 


It is in the discharge of such ro- 
sponsibility that we point out a serious 
and costly error now being made in 
practically all communities; 
namely, 
the failure to provide adequate founda- 
tions for country roads and in many 
cases for city pavements. 


Our roads are not wearing out by in- 
creasing quantity of traffic nearly so 
fast as they are being broken down by 
Increasing; weight of traffic. 


The remedy for this condition is the 
adoption of more substantial bases for 
new roads in rural districts as well as 
in cities. Used in this way for founda- 
tions, concrete serves its true function 
aa a 
road 
material." 
Protected 
by 
asphalt wearing surfaces it does not 
exhibit the heaving, crackinp: and dis- 
intesration 
that is seen when 
con- 
crete is exposed as a road surface to 
varying moisture and temperature con- 
ditions. 


On the other hand, the support af- 
forded by concrete to asphalt wearing 
surfaces is as beneficial in the building 
of enduring highways as is the protec- 
tion of the base provided by such sur- 
faces. 


The road of asphalt and concrete ia 
therefore the best dependence of those 
who desire durability and a means of 
cai-rying present traffic weights. 
It is 
earnestly recommended therefore that 
taxpayers and 
those who 
represent 
them should act in their own interest 
and demand, if concrete is to be used, 
that both it and asphalt shall be em- 
ployed, not necessarily so as to con- 
sume the maximum amount of either, 
but 80 as to get maximum service from 
eaclj. 


The purpose of this letter to you 's 
not to suggest that the ideas we ex- 
press .should be accepted by you un- 
questioningly, as gospel, but that you 
do permit them to effect such a lodge- 


ment in your mind as will lead you to 
keep them before you and to test their 
accuracy at evei-y possible opportunity. 


The element of self-interest in these 
suggestions is this: That we believe the 
highest success of any product Is de- 
pendent upon its wisest—not necessar- 
ily its largest—use.

D E M IN RUSSIA 


Over 40,000 Pairs Are Ship- 
ped Monthly from St. 
Louis Alone. 


COMMITTED SUICTOE. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 7.—American 
shoes are in such demand in Russia 
that nearly 40,000 pair are shipped 
monthly from St. Louis. All are of the 
better grades, none being furnished to 
the army. 


Archangel, 
only 
western 
Russian 
port, has been icebound since Noveni- 
ber so St. Louis shoes are shipped over 
the Pacific to Kobe, Japan, thence 
over the Japan sea to Vladivostok, 
whence they are sent fn fibre boxes, 
each holding four pair, to their desti- 
nation by parcel post, transit taking 
two months or more. 


Shipping charges 
are responsible 
for prices almost double those here. 
C. M. Chavez, manager of the foreign 
department of a shoe company which 
ships monthly twenty to thirty thou- 
sand pairs, said shoes, sold here at $4 
to $7. bring $8 to $12 in Moscow. 


Freight to Vancouver on lO.OO« 
pairs of shoes, said Chavez, is |675. 
From Vancouver to Vladivostok the 
charge is $1,327, and from there to 
Moscow postage is $750. 
The fibre 
boxes cost 25 cents each, adding $625 
to the cost of such a shipment.

8.—Presi- 
dent Wilson's severance of diplomatic 
relations with Germany was approved 
formally late yesterday by the senate. 


By a vote of 78 to 5 the senate ex- 
pressed confidence in the 
president's 
course, adopting a resolution submit- 
ted by Chairman Stone of the foreign 
relations 
committee 
Indorsing 
the 
withdrawal of American 
Ambassador 
Gerard f r o m Berlin and the giving to 
German Ambassador von BernstorfE his 
passports. 


Senators who voted against the res- 
olution were. 
Democrats—Kirby 
of 
Arkansas 
and 
V a r d a m a n of Missis- 
sippi. 
Republicans—Gronna, 
Noj^th 
Dakota; Works, California, and 
La- 
Follette. Wisconsin. 


Five hours of debate preceded the 
vote, but the only active 
opposition 
came f r o m the five senators who stood 
out against the resolution when the roll 
was called. 


Both Parties United. 


The 
ranking 
republican 
leaders 
.joined the democrats in declaring their 
whole-hearted 
support of the 
presi- 
dent. 


The text of the resolution follows: 
"Whereas, The president has, 
for 
i the rea.sons stated in his address de- 
livered to congress in joint session on 
February 3. 1917, severed 
diplomatic 
relations with the imperial government 
by the recall of the American ambas- 
sador at Berlin and by handing 
his 
passports to the German ambassador 
at Washington, and 


"Whereas, Notwithstanding this sev- 
erance of diplomatic intercourse, the 
president has expressed his desire to 
avoid conflict with the imperial Ger- 
man government, and 


"Whereas. The president declared in 
this said address that if. in his .judg- 
ment, an occasion should arise for fur- 
ther action in the premises on the part 
of the government of the United States 
he would submit the matter to congress 
and ask the authority of congress to 
use such measures as he might deem 
necessary for the protection of Amer- 
ican seamen and people in the prose- 
cution of their peaceful and legitimate 
errands on the high seas; therefore, 
be it 


"Resohed. By the senate that the 
senate approves the action taken by 
the president as set forth in his address 
delivered before the .ioint session of 
the congress as stated above."

convention," said the former governor,

that study.

proud, and I am not indifferent to the 
compliment my friends have paid me, 
but at the same time I can not see my 
way clear to aspire to the position."

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What the Bill Provides. 


Ohly the signature of Governor Goodrich is now lacking to com- 


plete the enactment of the State-wide prohibition law in Indiana. The 
house has not only promptly concurred in the senate amendments to 
the "Wright bill, but it did it without a dissenting vote, illustrating a 
realization on the part of 
opponents 
of 
bill 
that 
further 


legislative attack would be utterly hopeless. If the Wright law is to 
be assailed, that effort will doubtless come in the courts after it has 
been put into effect. The provisions of the bill which is to become op- 
erative on April 2,1918, are in brief: 


Prohibits the manufacture, sale, barter, exchange or giving away 


of vinous, malt or spirituous liquors or to keep liquor for sale or bar- 
ter. 


• Permits manufacture of cider for home use or sale and permits 


manufacture of pure grain alcohol for useful purposes and wine for 
sacramental use. 


Bestricls drug stores to the sale of pure grain alcohol and then 
for useful or medicinal purposes. 


. 
Permits clergymen to buy wine for sacramental purposes only. 


- Permits physicians, dentists and licensed veterinarians to obtain 


grain alcohol for medicinal use. 


Products of distilleries unsold when the law goes into effect may 


be held in bonded warehouses under government supervision until it 
can be sold outside the state. 


An amendment makes it lawful to sell soft drinks containing less 


than one-half of One per cent, alcohol. 


Provides for descriptive labels on liquor packages in shipment. 
Stops interstate commerce in intoxicating liquors after April 2 


19.18. 


Declares the blind tiger a public nuisance. 
Provides for proceedings by the stale or by a citizen to abolish 


such a nuisance, and for a permanent injunction with costs against the 
defendant. 


Gives right of action to injured person, who may be a victim of an 


intoxicated person, against those who illegally supply liquor to the 
intoxicated person. 


Gives immunity to persons who testify against liquor law vio- 


lators. 


Puts personal guilt on the employe or officer of a corporation 


•which violates the law. 


If one section of the law proves unconstitutional that fact will 


not void the law. 


To those unversed in legislative affkirs the bill appears drastic 


enough to meet the full approbation of the foes of liquor, but 
whether there shall actually develop loopholes that will permit its 
evasion of circumvention remains, yet to be seen. There is, of 
course, no doubt but that Governor Goodrich will affix his signature 
to the measure. He has repeatedly declared that if such a bill were 
passed he would give it legislative approval, and it is said that the 
pens have already been selected for this interesting function that will 
complete the death warrant of the liquor trade in Indiana. 


It is now reported at Indianapolis that Charles A. Bookwalter, 


who retired from the republican mayoralty race, will give his support 
to Charles "W. Jewett for that honor, and the situation is resolving it- 
self into the republican field against Lew Shank. The latter may 
stage no end of fantastics in his campaign, but republicans who are 
opposing him are having no end of difficulty in keeping themselves 
convinced that Mr. Shank is a joke in the present race. He has them 
stepping sidewise, running about in circles, gasping for breath and 
yelling with pain all in one and the same operation.

crete Is exposed as a road surface to 
varying moisture and temperature con- 
ditions. 


On the other hand, the support af- 


forded by concrete to asphalt wearing 
surfaces is as beneficial in the building 
of enduring highways as Is the protec- 
tion of the base provided by such sur- 
faces. 


Tha road of asphalt and concrete la 


therefore the best dependence of those 
who desire durability and a means of 
carrying present traffic weights. It is

each. 


The purpose of this letter to you 's 


not to suggest that the Ideas we ex- 
press should be accepted by you un- 
questioningly, as gospel, but that you 
do permit them to effect such a lodge- 


ment In your mind as will lead you to 
keep them before you and to test their 
accuracy at every possible opportunity. 


The element of self-interest in these 


suggestions Is this: That wo believe the 
highest success of any product Is de- 
pendent upon its wisest—not necessar- 
ily its largest—use.

All are of the 
better grades, none being furnished to 
the army.

ber so St. Louis shoes are shipped over 
the Pacific to Kobe, Japan, thence 
over the Japan sea to Vladivostok, 
whence they are sent In fibre boxes, 
each holding four pair, to their desti- 
nation by parcel pfcst, transit taking 
two months or more.

Washington, D. C., Feb. S.—Senator 


HcCumber, republican, of North Da- 
kota, introduced a resolution today to 
have the secretary of state, if compati- 
ble with public interest submit to the 
senate the government's view of the 
limitations on the use of the submarine 
demanded by this government from 
Germany as set forth in the diplomatic 
correspondence. 


"I think it is not clear just what we 


hold the limitations of submarines to 
be in this war," said he. "As it was 
on this subject that we severed rela- 
tions with Germany we ought to know 
as accurately as possible just what the 
government deems to be an infringe- 
ment of international law to the end 
that we may avoid a conflict if possible 
and that other nations may be put on 
their guard as to what we believe to be 
a. gross abuse 
craft."

Indianapolis, Feb. S.—Interest is 


crystallizing in the selection of dele- 
gates for the constitutional convention 
which,.-according to the law passed by 
the present legislature, will convene 
In Indianapolis next January. 
Dele- 


gates will be elected in September, one 
from each of the 100 legislative dis- 
tricts in the state, and fifteen at large. 
Nominations will be made by petition, 
which must be filed in the second 
month preceding the election. 


In most of the legislative districts 


discussion has turned to possible can- 
didates, and in some cases individuals 
have declared they want the honor. 
Thus far partisan interest in the nom- 
inations has not cropped out, and 
friends of the movement for constitu- 
tional revision say they hope no effort 
will be made to conduct a campaign 
along partisan lines. They will try to 
discourage any tendency on the part 
of candidates to make an appeal for 
party organization strength. The law 
provides for an election without party 
designations, but it is recognized, ac- 
cording to some students of the con- 
stitutional convention situation, that 
such a prohibition can be nullified if 
party lines are drawn in the prelimin- 
aries of nomination and election.
